Anti-Invasion Steps In Jut­

Pensacola Graduates More Fliers In Week 


Than Were Trained During First World War 


(By United Press) 
# 
WASHINGTON.—Each week, the Naval Air intermediate training 
center at Pensacola. Fla., graduates more than twice as many aviators 
than were trained during all of World war I. 
It's at Pensacola that Naval air cadets earn their wings and their 
commissions as ensigns. Then they go on to Jacksonville for their post­ 
graduate work—operational training in whatever combat specialty they 
have been assigned. 
But it wasn't the flight train­ 
ing at Pensacola that impressed 
this writer most during a visit to 
that air center. It takes more than 
the ability to fly to make a combat 
pilot. 
He’s 
got to know how to 
shoot; how to take care of himself 
In emergencies, and to meet the ex­ 
igencies and physical strain of 
high-altitude flying. 
It 
is these 
latter phases of activities at Pen­ 
sacola that stand out to a layman. 
Shoot from Cam 
Rear Admiral G. D. Murray, In 
command of Intermediate training, 
knows what it means to provide a 
well-rounded 
program 
for naval 
aviators. He commanded the car­ 
rier Enterprise, one of the fight- 
ingest ships in the Pacific, until he 
was assigned to Pensacola. 
His 
staff includes many veterans of 
war in the Pacific and they are im­ 
parting their 
experience to the 
youngsters. 
One of the most fascinating as­ 
pects of the training here is the 
use of synthetic devices to teach 
the men, especially in gunnery. At 
the gunnery school the cadets are 
taught to shoot at moving targets 
almost from the inception of the 
course. 
At the 
outset, they use 
shotguns. The targets are clay pi­ 
geons. Bee-bee guns which look like 
mabtolne gum and fire 600 shots a 
minute are used in the transition 
from shotguns to the real aerial 
weapons. 
One unique device is a mile, oval­ 
shaped railroad track on which 
small gasoline-driven can are op­ 
erated. The students sit on these 
cars, armed with shotguns which 
they use to sharpen their marks­ 
manship against clay pigeons fired 
from 16 stations along the right- 
of-way. It’s no cinch, this kind of 
shooting. I tried it and scored only 
one hit. The average score for a 
cadet after four 
weeks 
at 
the 
school is eight hits—or 50 per cent. 
On the machine-gun range, both 
30- and 50-caliber weapons are 
used. Some are on fixed mounts and 
others are installed tin power tur­ 
rets. The fire is directed at a 
sleeve target drawn by a small elec­ 
tric car over a triangular track. 
One of the first gunnery devices 
used by the cadets simulates a ma­ 
chine gun but utilizes an electric 
eye for bullets. The “Jim handy” 
is aimed at a screen on which is 
projected a motion picture of vari­ 
ous types of ertemy planes in flight. 
ITse Pre u me Chambers 
At Pensacola, the Navy utilizes 
low pressure chambers to teach 
oxygen procedure to cadets. In this 
chamber, it is possible to duplicate 
precisely the pressure and cold con­ 
ditions which exist on up into the 
sub-stratosphere. As one of a party 


of visiting newsmen, I entered a 
chamber 
for 
a 
demonstration. 
Within the space of a few minute» 
we were taken up to an “altitude" 
of 4,000 feet. The swift change 
was noticeable, especially in Our 
ears and the had to swallow fre­ 
quently to eliminate the sensation 
of deafness.

Some Idea of the manner In 
which big flying boats are being 
used to beat the submarine menace 
was given the visitors during a 
flight over the Gulf of Mexico In 
a Catalina PBY. Practice bomba 
were dropped on a miniature sub­ 
marine towed by a small power 
craft. Each member of the crew, 
some of whom were British cadets, 
as given tm opportunity to try his 
skill. No bombslght was used, since 
the approach to the target was a$ 
an altitude of only 100 feet. 
Pensacola resembles a bee-hive 
and is just as busy. In addition 
to Chevalier field on the Naval Air * 
station proper, there are five na­ 
val auxiliary air stations in opera­ 
tion and a sixth, larger than any of 
the 
others, 
under construction«. 
There are also dozens of landing 
strips throughout the area, which, 
covers over two counties in Florida 
and one in neighboring Alabama.
